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And, I am i credibly informed, that this is not the firſt 
time Mr. Weſley has repreſented our conduct in a ſimilar 
light ; but as ſuch declarations may tend to make us, and 
our ſentiments appear barbarous and erroneous in the eyes of 
many, I am deſired to attempt a vindication of myſelf and 
brethren from the ſuppoſed criminality of our conduct. 


Mr. Welley's words have great weight with his own peo- 
ple, and they are much influenced. by his example, therefore 
ſuch ſpeeches may tend to increaſe the ſpirit of bigotry and 
perſecution amongſt them, if they are ſuffered to paſs unno- 
ticed} for, I defire to appeal to every unprejudiced reader; if 


there does not appear a- conſiderable degree of both, in Mr. 


Welley's charge againſt us. Twenty years ago Mr. Weſley's 
people complained much af the perſecuting ſpirit of the 
world, but now that ſpirit abates, and a liberal ane greatly 
prevails. Let the Methodiſts be upon their guard, Jeſt the 


ſpirit they have ſo often complained of, ſhould influence 


them. They can now talk of their tens of thouſands ; and 
numbers often give confidence to men, and generally lead 
them to deſpiſe a few 5 but numbers do not prove that truth 
is. with them, if it did, the Roman Catholics, who can talk 


of their tens of millions, would haye the beſt proof. Error 


has generally ſpread faſteſt; the mind of man being prone 
to follow its own inventions ; and it is error and weakneſs if 
Chriſtians, becauſe they are numerous, deſpiſe, or look down- 
with contempt, on a ſmaller number who differ from them.

followers ; as for the reaſons why it pleaſed the Lord to in- 
ſtitute this ordinance, the grace conveyed in it, and fpiritaal 
Genification of it, I have nothing to do with in this little" 
piece ; it is ſufficient for me to ſhew that infinite wiſdom ap- 
pointed it, and therefore we ought never to deſpiſe and aher 
it, left we ſhould thereby impeach the wiſdom of God by 
ſubſtituting inventions of our own in its ſtead. If the Lord 
had ſeen beſt, he could have appointed ſomething more eaſy.

did not, we ought to acquieſce and obey. When Jeſus was 
on earth, the loaves and the fiſhes, curiofity, and other wo- 
tives, procured him many occaſional followers; but there 
were but few who would yentiﬀe to devote themſelves e him. 
becauſe he required them not only to forſake ſin, but alſo to 
give a public and outward teſtimony to their fellow - creatures 
that they were his diſciples by being baptized in his name; 
this, no doubt, was a terrible croſs, | becauſe it ſubjected 
them to the deriſion of their neighbours, the contempt of 
the world, and made them obnoxious to thoſe ** Phariſees 
and lawyers (who) rejected the counſel of God againſt them-. 
ſelves, being not - baptized of him.“ Luke vii. 30, and con- 
ſequently kept off all thoſe who were only for religion in her 
filver ſlippers ; but Jeſus faid unto, them all, if any man 
will come after me, let him deny himſelf, and take up his 
eroſs daily, and follow me: For whoſgever ſhall be aſhamed 
of me, and my words, of him ſhall the Son of man be 
aſhamed, when he ſhall come in his own glory, and in h 
Fathers, and of the holy angels.“ Luke ix.

But poſſibly the Eunuch's experience might differ from 
Mr. Weſley's? True; The Eunuch deſired to be baptized 
hen queſtioned about his faith, he anſwered, ** T be- 
lieve that Jeſus Chriſt is the Son of God.“ He knew what 


Philip was about when he baptized him; and when he was 


come up out of the water, he found by happy experience, 
| that he had reaſon to go on his way rejoicing ; and, I think, 
he remembered his being baptized as long as he lived. 


But, I ſuppoſe the infant Weſley, did not defire to be bap- 
tized. When queſtioned about his faith, he could not tell 
whether he believed in Moſes, Chriſt, or Mahomet. He 
did not know what the Prieſt was about when he ſprinkled 
him; he had not ſufficient reaſon to rejoice, nor to know 
the way he was to go; that he never remembered his being 
ſprinkled as long as he has lived, and that he was-ignorant, 
Baptiſm was Not the putting away the filth of the fleſh, 
but the anſwer of a good conſcience towards God.“ 1 Peter, 
ii, 21. His conſcience knew nothing of the matter. Alas ! 
What a difference i in chriſtian experience ! 


He was troubled about baptiſm before he was about ſin; 
queſtioned about his faith before Chriſt was preached to 
him; ſaid to be regenerate before he could be ſenſible that 
he was carnal; to promiſe, by others, before he confented 
to it, or gave them a commiſſion to do it; to be 2 chriſtian 
without faith, charity, hope, or the knowledge of the truth ; 
and, to crown all, the prieſt prayed that he mi; ht © Lead 
the reſt of his life according to this beginning,” which was, 
without faith, charity, hope, or the knowledge of the truth. 
How far this prayer has been fulfilled, and what effect the 
ſign of the croſs has had upon him, I ſhall leave him to de- 
clare, if he pleaſes, from his own experience. 
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But, after all, it is poſſible, Mr. Weſley may fay, he has 
the advantage of the Eunuch ; for, if he now believes he 
was baptized in his infancy, it naturally follows, that he alfo 
believes that ſolemn declaration the prieſt then made, viz. 
That this child is regenerate,” or born again; and, I take 
it for granted, that Mr. Weſley will allow that he has been 
born again ſince he attained the years of maturity. If fo, 
it. follows, that he has been born again and again; and, 
therefore has the advantage of the Eunuch and thoſe firſt 
chriſtians, who were born again but once, 
But ſome may think, the oftener a man is born again, the 
more fathers he has; the more he is heir to, and, conſe- 
quently, the more bleſſings he may expect. I ſuppoſe Mr, 
Weſley can give this, or a better reaſon for it; or elſe, it 
appears very ſtrange for him to trouble thoſe about another 
| new birth who were born again wen they were chriſtened. 
When Paul was awakened, God was pleaſed to fend his 
ſervant Ananias to tell him what he Muſt do.“ Acts ix. 
6 to 18. And one thing Ananias told him to do, was, to be 
baptized, for he ſaid to him, © And now why tarrieſt thou ? 
Ariſe, and be baptized, and waſh away thy ſins, calling on 
the name of the Lord.” Acts xvii. 16. Here, we may juſt 
obſerve, that the ſcripture informs us, it was God who ſent 
Ananias to Paul, to trouble him (as Mr. Weſley expreſſes 
himſelf) about baptiſm ; but a perſon, who has only heard 
Mr. Weſley's repreſentation of ſuch a conduct, might be 
induced to think that Ananias, inſtead of ſaying any thing 
to him about it, had better have cut his — fer it was lend. 
ing him to Hell and perdition. 


Paul, when he found at Epheſus, certain diſciples * 
had been baptized . unto John's baptiſm,” ſaid unto them, 
John verily baptized with the baptiſm of repentance, ſay- 
ing unto the people, that they thould believe on him which 
ſhould come after him, that is, on Chriſt Jeſus; and when 
they heard this, they were baptized in the name of the Lord 

Jeſus. 
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Jeſus, And when Paul had laid his hands upon them, 
the Holy Ghoſt came on them, and they ſpake with tongues 
and propheſied. Acts xix. 1 to 6. How clear is it from 
this, that the Holy Ghoſt approbated the conduct of Paul 
and his converts, and crowned their obedience to the in- 
ſtirution of Chriſt by its extraordinary gifts. * 

And when the Jailor was alarmed by a terrible earth- 
quake, and drew out his ſword to kill himſelf, Paul and 
Silas, inſtead of permitting him to cut his throat with it, and 
thereby ſending himſelf to Hell and perdition, ſaid to him, 
« Believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and thou ſhalt be ſaved, 
and thy houſe; and they ſpake unto him the word of the 
Lord, and to all that were in his houſe ; and he took them 
the ſame hour of the night, and waſhed their ſtripes, and 
was baptized, he and all his, ſtraitway.” Acts xvi. 25 to 33. 
From hence we may learn, that a part of the word of the 
Lord, which they ſpake unto him and to all that were 
in his houſe, was, that they ſhould be baptized ; and, that 
to baptize an awakened ſinner is much better than permitting 
of him to-cut his throat and ruſh into Hell and perdition. 


When Cornelius and his friends were converted to chriſ- 
tianity, and had alſo received the Holy Ghoſt, we tind, Peter 
faid, Can any man forbid water that theſe ſhould not be 
baptized which have received the Holy Ghoſt as well as we?“ 
Acts x. 47. Happily, as Mr. Weſley was not there, it was 
not forbidden; and then Peter Commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord.” Acts x. 48, Now, it 
there had been any thing in Peter's command contrary to 
the will of God; or, if- what Mr. Weſley now aſſerts had 
then been true, I think theſe people, who were influenced 
by the Holy Ghoſt, muſt have known it, and mizht, to 
evade the trouble of it, have argued with him thus: We are 
\ baptized with the ſpirit; we have the eſſence of baptiſm 
within us, and, therefore, need not the application of water j 
God does not regard the quantity of water, nay, all the 
B water 
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water in the univerſe Cannot make us better, nor more ac- 
ceptab!e to him; but, inſtead of any thing of this kind, we 
fmd a contrary argument is raiſed from it, and the queſtiou 

is, < Can any man forbid water that theſe ſhould not be 
baptized which have (or ſeeing they have) received the Holy 
Ghoſt?“ Which proved they were fit ſubjects for it; and we 
do not find there was any ſo weak as to forbid it. 


We read in the bible of a great man who deſired to be 
cured of 2 leproſy, but when the prophet commanded him to 
| waſh in Jordan, that he might be clean, he was very angry; 
I ſuppoſe he had no diflike to the Prophet's ſtriking his hand 
over the place, nor to his ſprinkling a few drops of water on 
his face ; but to ſend him to dip himſelf ſeven times in the 
river Jordan, was deſpicable, and troubling him too much; 
86 he turned and went away in a rage.“ 2 Kings, v. 11, 
12. We alſo read in the New Teſtament ef many of 
Naaman's ſtamp who rejected baptiſm ; but not an in- 
ſtance can be found therein of any which had received 
the*Holy Ghoſt, who thought it might be altered or diſ- 
penſed with; or, who taught others to think lightly of, or 
deſpiſe it. And the eaſe before us is a ſufficient proof that 
water baptiſm is neceſſary, and not to be neglected, even by 
thoſe who are baptized with the ſpirit ; for, though theſe 
people were baptized with the Holy Ghoſt in an extraordinary 
manner, ſo as to ſpeak in ſeveral different languages, and 
magnify God, yet neither Peter nor the Holy Spirit thought 
that was ſufficient to juſtify them in ſetting aſide the com- 
mand and ordinance of God and Chriſt ; or that it was not 
obligatory upon the converts to follow the example of Jeſus, 
and to “ Fulfil all righteouſneſs.” Matt, iii. 15. but, on the 
contrary, inſiſted upon their being Buried with Chriſt ia 
baptiſm. Col. ii. 12. Rom. vi. 4. And ſuch tranſactions 
are undeniable proofs that believers baptiſm is an appoint- 
ment not to be diſpenſed with; that the conduct of thoſe 
zealous Baptiſts, Peter, Philip, and Paul, and their preſent 

followers, 
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fold uu, aw thened innert about tavtijm 3 , 
moſt cerminly right and juſtiſiable, and agreeable to the will 
and pleaſure ot their maſter ;- and; conſequently, that what 
Mr. Weſley has advanced againſt it, is molt certainly wrong, 
and agreeable only to the will and appointment of man; and 
whether we are to obey man rather than God, judge ye? 
Several more inſtances might be produced from ſeripture, 
but I think theſe ate ſuffleient to convince every unprejudiced 
reader that Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles generally com- 
manded and directed converts and awakened finners to be 
baptiged, or, (as Mr. Weſley has it) troubled them aluut 
Baptiſm à and, L think, every chriſtian will allow, that there. 
was no eiiminality in Jeſus, or his Apoſtles, for ſo doing; 
and, conſequently, there can be none inf us for doing as he 
did ; eſpecially, when we, conſider, that we are commanded: 
or required to imitate the blefled Jeſus, and be followers of 
him and his Apoſtles. I therefore hope, that I have vindi- 
cated myſe f and brethren from the criminality of rhe charge 
brought againſt us, and proved; that we have ſufficient au- 
thority from the Scripture to perſwade believers to be © Bu- 
ried with Chriſt, by Baptiſm into death ; that, like as Chriſt 
was raiſed up from the dead by the glory of che F ather,
